pick of the crafts iu all departments, and 
there is no reason why it should not turn 
out flrat class work. As a matter of [act 
it does so; the books themselves give the 
lie to any one who claims tbo contrary. 
Seine was not built in a day, and a com- 
plete BorieB of Btato text-books can't 
spring perfect from author to scholar; 
but mechanically the latest productions 
from the stale printing office are the best 
in the world, and time, backed by tho 
earnest educators in tho state, will insure 
their proper correction and revision if 
they are not up to tho highest intel- 
lectual standard. 
Thare is a political element connected 


-with tho state printing office, as with all 
other departments, which makes the ele- 
ment of cost greater than it should be. 
.As long as leginlators have tho powers to 
force incompetent men upon the state 
printer the work will coat more than it 
' ought to; but the next Btate printer will 


be elected by the people, and if he has 
the courage to run the office on business 
principles, without lear or favor, it can 
boron for less monoy and with better 
eatisfaction. I hope tho choice ol tho 
people will be a man aa competent, con- 
Bcientions and patriotic aB I believe A. 
J. Johnalon to be. 
I don't believe the state is going to put 


itself at the mercy of a school book ring 
again. I believe it is going to pursue 
just a contrary tack, ond at thia session 
of the legislature, tco. I know of one 
bill which will be introduced,_ and Is 
likely to become a law, which will put a 
.quietus on the enemies o! education; lor 
such I conceive tho members ol aa 
school book trust to be. It Is a bill for 
free textbooks, printed, bound and dis- 
tributed to every public and normal 
school scholar in the elate absolute J 
free ol cost. Such a system is in vogue 
in Borne of tho castorn states, and no 
booller would be foolish enough to con- 
tend against it when once introduo«d. 
It completes and perfects tho free public 
school system, which can never be 
wholly free without It. .Its advocates 
have a perfect convert in mo, and nt 
Seintire time I hope to elaborate on 
the many good points ol the measure 
It will emanate from the t-opllliflt con 
tingent. and if it doss not strlko a popu 
lar chord I much miss my gneBB.
